True, a tank of gasoline with no vent 
could do considerable damage w« » re it 
to burst and throw burning oil ami 
flaming gas about, but 1,000 gallons of 
gasoline in a vessel’s bilges would not 
be so dangerous from explosion as a 
hundredth of that amount. 
The larger 
quantity would burn rapidly, whil« * the 
smaller would be suflleient, if mixed 
with the proper amount of air, to m 
terly demolish almost any bo at—Sci­ 
entific American.
